To  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committoo, 

I  havo  tho  honour  to  prosont  for  your  information  and  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  tho  health  of  tho  Borough  of  Lei^i  for  tho  year  1968. 

Tho  general  health  in  the  Borough  remained  satisfactory.  The  population  according 
to  tho  Rogistrar  General's  ostimate  dooroased  by  320,  although  there  was  a  natural 
inorease  of  births  over  deaths  by  257. 

For  the  past  fow  years  the  Borou^i's  birth  rate  has  continually  oxoeedod  the 
national  rate  and  this  trend  continued.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  tho  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  and  particularly  tho  Perinatal  Rato  were  each  below  the  national  figuro. 

There  wore  no  maternal  deaths.  The  total  number  of  deaths  deoreasod  by  6l  but 
followed  tho  expooted  pattern,  involving  diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessols  -  50$, 
respiratory  illness  Just  over  10$  and  the  oancers  about  1J$. 

Tho  steady  progress  in  the  extension  of  smoke  control  was  continued.  Nine  areas 
have  now  boon  approved. 

I  am  pleased  to  toko  this  opportunity  of  expressing  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and 
all  Membors  of  the  Health  Committeo  for  their  oontinuod  interest  in  the  Department,  and 
to  the  mombers  of  the  staff  and  my  colleagues  in  the  Town  Hall  for  their  over-ready  help 
and  co-operation.

SCRAP  METAL  DEALER  S'  ACT,  1364. 


This  Act  provides  for  the  registration  and  control  of  scrap  metal  dealers  and  oame  into 
operation  on  the  1st  April,  1365  being  renewable  every  third  year.  Every  local  authority 
is  required  to  maintain  a  register  of  persons  carrying  on  business  in  their  area  as  scrap 
metal  dealers.  During  the  year  1  firm  was  registered. 

All  the  licences  issued  in  1365  (i.e.  5  Dealers  and  21  Itinerant  Collectors)  beoame 
renewable  during  the  year  and  of  theso  the  lioences  of  3  Dealers  and  13  Itinerant  Collectors 
were  renewed. 

The  total  number  of  registrations  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  6  Dealers  and  13  Itinerant 
Collectors.  These  latter  are  exempt  from  the  requirements  of  Section  2  of  the  Act  regarding 
the  keeping  of  reoords  books.  Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Police  regarding 
the  registrations.

1)  Industrial  oonplalnts 

Tho  noiso  which  has  boon  the  cause  of  oomplalrrts  rolatos  to  oxhaust  steam  from  a  colliery 
engine  operating  tho  winding  gear.  The  N.C.B.  has  informed  the  Council  that  tho  only 
solution  to  this  noiso  is  for  tho  winding  goar  to  bo  drivon  olootrioally,  and  in  view  of  tho 
hi£i  cost  of  conversion,  which  was  givon  as  £250,000,  is  not  a  viable  proposition. 

In  this  oaso  those  most  affected  live  within  200  yards  of  the  winding  gear  and  on  tho 
prevailing  wind  side,  and  represent  a  very  narrow  band  of  residents.  Tho  noiso  created  by 
the  winding  ongino  is  duo  to  tho  exhaust  steam  being  roloased  through  accumulators  which 
have  boon  fittod  to  minlmlso  as  much  as  praotiooble  tho  oreation  of  noise,  Woathor  and 
wind  direction  play  a  large  part  in  this  oomploint,  making  it  intermittent,  tho  doportmorrt 
koops  a  olose  liaison  with  tho  colliery  management  on  this  problom, 

2)  Road  Drills  and  Compressors 

On  occasions  work  being  oarrled  out  for,  or  on  bohalf  of,  public  utilities  l.o.  Gas 
Board,  G.P.O.,  Water  Board  and  County  Counoil,  has  been  observed  to  be  creating  noise 
nuisanoo  due  to  tho  non-use  of  baffles  or  hoods.  When  tho  management  has  boon  interviewed, 
it  has  been  obvious  that  thoro  was  an  awareness  of  the  nuisanoo  boing  oroated  and  stops 
taken  to  remody  this. 

In  the  oaso  of  contracts  given  by  public  utilities  for  road  breaking,  involving  tho 
use  of  drills,  it  should  be  standard  praotioe  for  a  clause  to  be  inserted  that  suppressive 
measures  must  bo  taken  with  such  plant  when  In  uso. 

3)  Noise  from  a  launderette  giving  a  24  hour  sorvico,  gave  riso  to  considerable  nuisanoo 
in  an  adjoining  house.  The  cause  was  due  to  the  interlocking  construction  of  tho  premises 
of  whioh  tho  houso  was  an  integral  part.  No  way  of  preventing  tho  transfer  of  noise  could 
bo  evolved,  althou^a  several  methods  of  baffling  woro  tried,  inoluding  a  two  foot  sand 
barrier.  In  the  end,  the  ownors  of  tho  launderetto  purohasod  tho  house  and  tho  oocupior, 
who  was  well  satisfied,  removed  to  anathor  residanoe. 

4)  Domostio 

One  complaint  was  roooivod  of  noiso  from  an  adjoining  houso,  in  particular,  rausio  late 
in  tho  evening.  Tho  oomplalnont  was  advised  to  seek  logal  aid.

The  Makerfiold  Water  Board  is  tho  statutory  Wator  Undertaking  for  tho  Borough. 

Tho  supply  is  takon  in  bulk  from  tho  Rivington  Aquoduot  of  tho  Liverpool  Corporation, 
tho  Thirlmoro  Aqueduct  of  tho  Manohostor  Corporation  and  tho  Llghtshaw  Works  of  tho 
Makorfleld  Wator  Board. 

Tho  oharactor  of  tho  waters  from  tho  Rivington  and  Thirlmoro  Aquoduots  is  pro-dominant ly 
upland  surfaco,  whilst  that  from  tho  Li^rtshaw  Works  is  wholly  of  deep  woll  origin. 

Details  of  treatment  of  tho  various  waters  by  the  Board  are  as  follows:- 

Wator  derived  from  Liverpool  Aqueduct:  Chlorination 

Water  purohasod  from  Manohoster  Corporation:  No  treatment  by  tho  Board 

Wator  suppliod  from  Light shaw  Treatment  Plant:  Aeration,  lime  softening, 

filtration,  pH  oo  moot  ion, 
superohlorination  and 
dechlorination. 

Thoro  has  boon  no  significant  change  in  the  character  of  the  water  supplied  during 
the  yoor. 

Samples  of  Town's  Mains  water  are  submitted  to  tho  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  each  wook.  During  tho  year  97  samples  wore  examined,  of  those 
8  showed  some  slight  contamination,  nono  being  of  a  sorious  naturo.  A  subsoquont  flushing 
of  tho  mains  in  the  vloinity  of  tho  point  whoro  tho  unsatisfactory  samplo  was  taken  proved 
sufficient,  in  each  oaso,  to  rectify  tho  position.

The  measurement  of  pollution  has  continued  during  the  year  by  the  use  of  volumetric 
apparatus  and  tho  doposit  gauge.  The  results  aro  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research,  where  they  are  co-ordinated  into  tho  National  Survey  of  Atmosphorio  Pollution. 

The  results  are  given  in  the  following  tables  in  the  form  of  highest,  lowest  and  average  of 
the  daily  readings  at  the  three  sites  in  oaoh  month  for  the  year  1968  and  the  corresponding 
figuros  for  1967. 

The  amount  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  form  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  In  the  town

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INVESTIGATION  OP  AIR  POLLUTION, 


The  level  of  pollution  shows  a  steady  dooreaso  over  the  past  years  and  as  more  Smoko 
Control  Areas  become  oporativo  this  rate  of  progress  Is  increasing.  This  is  brought  out 
quito  clearly  when  looking  at  relative  figures  token  from  the  National  Survey  Annual 
Summary. 

The  ro  suits  are  divided  into  Summer  (April  -  September)  and  Winter  (Ootober  -  Mir  oh) 
periods.  The  figures  are  relative  in  that  thoy  show  the  average  moasured  amount  of  smoke 
from  the  three  stations  maintained  by  ourselves,  the  results  of  which  are  transmitted  to 
the  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  of  the  JtLnistry  of  Technology  where  they  are  arranged  by 
oomputer. 

The  figures  quoted  relate  to  smoke  and,  as  some  holp  to  comparisons,  relative  figures 
are  also  given  for  Lancaster  and  Stretford.
